Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1963 . 

The  most  notable  occurrence  during  the  year  under 
review  was  the  publicity  accorded  the  statement  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  Leicester  to  the  effect  that  sewage  effluent 
from  this  District  presented  a  major  health  hazard  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Leicester.  The  matter  quickly  assumed  its  correct 
proportions  and  seen  in  perspective  the  publicity  was  not 
entirely  without  benefit. 

The  population  exceeds  1A,000  and  whilst  the  birth 
rate  is  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year  it  still  exceeds 
the  National  rate.  The  death  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  and 
as  I  have  often  pointed  out  in  the  past  reflects  the  relative 
youthfulness  of  Oadby’s  population.

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CONTROL  AND  PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


IMMUNISATION : 

During  1963,  300  children  received  primary  immunisation 
against  diptheria.  238  other  children  received  injections  to 
maintain  their  immunity. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  and 
satisfactory  progress  was  maintained. 

BoCoG.  vaccination  of  school  leavers  was  continued  and  the 
customary  high  acceptance  rate  of  this  procedure  mainta,ined. 


TU3ERCUL0SIS 

There  v/ere  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  1963. 

1  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  and 
1  additional  case  came  to  live  within  the  District. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  38  cases  of  pulmonary  and  7 
cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  known  to  be  living  in  the 
district .

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SANITARY  CIRCm/IS^ANCES  _  J3F  _  THE  AREA 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  G-.  Davies,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the 
following  information  relating  to  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  this  area 

WATER  SUPPLY  : 

Leicester  Corporation  mains  water  is  piped  throughout  the  district  and 
all  houses  have  an  internal  supply. 

The  water  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  No  samples  were 
taken  within  the  District. 

SEpAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

Sewage  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  own  works.  Construction  of  the 
new  works  is  well  advanced.  The  houses  in  the  district  are  served  by  Lr, 54-3 
water  closets,  leaving  2  premises  supplied  by  pail  closets.  These  pails 
are  emptied  by  our  own  employees  every  fortnight. 

12  cesspools  are  in  use,  and  are  emptied  every  two  months. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

House  refuse  is  collected  at  weekly  intervals  by  our  own  employees  and 


was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.
